towards the reduction of the Army and the 
weakening of the first-line Navy. We pay 
Germany the compliment of being a |itt/e 
wraid of her; but it does not oceur to x 
that she stands in any need of our pry 
We note the advance of the Teutonic Pox 
during the forty years which have elapsed sinc: 
Prussia suddenly strode armed into the ring 
to humble Austria, and we ask apprehensively 
where it will end. : 

Yet here are some of the most influential 
exponents of public opinion telling us, says the 
“Evening Standard and St. James’s Gazette,” 
that it has ended already. The words we have 
quoted are from the “Frankfurter Zeitung,” an 
advanced Liberal organ, but one of the ablest 
and most influential political journals in Cu 
tinental Europe. It exhorts all true patriots 
to prepare seriously for the next elections « 
the Reichstag, and “to train the people to 
exercise independence and insight, in order 
that the decline of Germany .which has. set 
in may bé arrested.” Here is an example of 
that “prevailing pessimism” which this same 
Frankfort newpaper and other observers de- 
clare to be far too widely spread to be dis.’ 
sipated by a Voice from: the Throne. Kaiser 
William may have “no use” for the doubters, 
but they go on with their “obstinate question- 
ings” all the same. They see many reasons for 
believing, with all her soldiers, and ships, and 
cartels, and moneyed men, that she is not 
nearly so strong and safe as she appears ty 
those who only consider her from the outside, 

In the first place, her , political situation 
causes anxiety. The revelations of the-Hohen- 
lohe Memoirs are disturbing. From them ve 
discover that the supréme Government of the 
Empire is a nest of intrigue and_ personal 
ambition, rife with slander, falsehood, ani 
duplicity of all kinds, It is not the Parliament 
that rules Germany, nor the Imperial Chan- 
cellor, nor the Ministers, nor even the Emperor; 
but apparently obscure and transient knots of 
Court favourites working through members of 
the Royal Family, ladies connected with the 
Household, Palace Chamberlains, and the like. 
We are back in the France of Louis XV, 
almost in the Russia of Catherine IT, Yet 
Germany is a country under a nominal const- 
tutional régime, with something like manhood 
suffrage, and several millions of electors always 
prepared to vote for the Socialists ! To intrigue 
seems tobe added something uncommonly like 
corruption. Thereis a “‘crisis”understood tobe in 
full swing just now, thoughit works characteris- 
tically below the surface. General von Pod- 
bielski, one of the Kaiser’s confidants and 
Minister of Agriculture, was accused, and was 
apparently unable to refute the accusation, of 
having made profits through his connection 
with a firm of Government ‘contractors, ‘The 
Chancellor and public opinion called upon 
him to resign ; and he did so. 

But the Chancellor has other difficulties. 
His policy is not endorsed by any genuine 
Parliamentary majority ; the economic situa- 
tion is bad, and much social distress is caused 
by the cost of food, which is artificially kep: 
up to satisfy the agrarians, All this cann0! 
but help the Socialists, who are likely to make 
further additions to their numbers at the 
next elections. The day may even be approach- 
ing when the Social Democrats may come =~ 
with a majority equal to all the other parties 
combined, {This would be “crisis” indeed ; 
since it would be necessary to keep the adminis- 
tration working, under Parliamentary forms, 
with a. majority that could, and certainly 


the responsibilities of office. To give power te 
the Socialists would approach perilously near 
to revolution ; to refuse it to them, after they 
had “snowed under” all their rivals, might 
mean the conversion of the present veiled, 
absolutism into an open Autoeracy.

POWERS AND CAPITULATIONS. 


NILE MUD WASTE, 


‘Iv the Hous; of Commons last Thursday, 
Mr. J. M. Robertson asked the Secretary. of 
State for Foreign Affairs whether farther ac- 
tion had béen taken by the Egyptian Govern- 
ment in sequence to the eircalar which,as Lord 
Cromer stated in his annual report for 1905, 
page 2,was addressed to the Powers suggesting, 
in anticipation of a renewal.in February, 1905, of 
the functions of the Mixed Tribana!s in Egypt, 
certain reforms in the workifig of the Egyptian 
Capitulations ; and whether he would lay upon 
the table of the House copies of the replies 
received to that circular, and other information 
showing the present state of the negotiations. 

Sir E. Grey.— The circular to which the 
hon. member alludes invited the Powers to 
take part in an International Commission to 
consider the question of making certain changes 
in the law and pr cedare of the Mixed Conrts. 
The assent of all the Powers having been 
obtained, the Commission commenced their 
deliberations, with the resalt that ip March last 
five draft laws applicable to foreigners, which 
had been drawn up by the Commission, were 
submitted to his Majesty’s Government for 
their approval. His Majesty’s Government 
notifisd their approval to the Government of 
Egypt in April, bat [ have pot yet been in- 
tormed whether the approval of all the other 
Powers has been obtained. The only corres- 
pondence of which his Mejesty’s Government 
have cognisance is that between them and the 
Government of Ezypt, the purport of which | 
have already notified above. The replies of the 
Other Powers will doubtless be dealt with in 
Lord Cromer’s annual report, which will in due 
course be laid before the Honse; the matter 


does not appear tohis Majesty's Government | 


to be of sufficient urgency to warrant the-im- 
mediate publication of separate papers. 

Mr. J. M. Robertson asked the Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs whether, having 
regard to the fact that of the 50,000,000 
tons of Nile mad which pass through the 
Assouan dam annually it was estimated that 
30,(00,009 tons were lost in the sea, while 
only 20,009,000 tons were utilized as manare, 
he would advise the Egyptian Government to 
adopt measures whereby such a large amount 
of waste might in fatare be prevented. 

Sir E. Grey.— The Egyptian Government 
are fally aware of the importance of utilizing 
the Nile flood to its fullest extent, and large 
sums are yearly spent in improving the irriga- 
tion system of the country. Irrigation has made 
very great progress in the last few years, and 
the progress will be continued, but it must be 
gradual. 


NEW NATIONALIST ORGAN. 
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“THE EGYPTIAN STANDARD.” 


Mastapha Pa:ha Kamel has taken the first 
step towards fulfilling his promise to provide 
the Egyptian public with a daily newspaper 
promalgating the ideas of the Nationalist 
Party. A company,.of-which the “patriot” is 
chairman, has been formed with a capital of 
L.E. 20,000, the objett of which is, in the 
words cf the prospectus, “'to publish a political, 
moral, aud economical newspaper in the French 
and English languages under the names of 
“L’Etendard Egyptien” and “The Egyptian 
Standard.” The shareholders of the company 
met at the cflices of “El Lewa” in Cairo on 
Monday and ananimously elected Mustapha 
Pasha Kamel editor and manager of the new 
publication. 

To quote “ El Lewa ” : — The aims of this 
paper will be to defend the rights of Egypt and 
the Egyptians ; to claim her independence in 
accordance with the firmans of the Sultan and 
the treaties of the Powers ; to demand a 
Constitution on the lines of other prosperous 
and civilised countries ; to reveal the corropt 
and unworthy acts cf those in authority and 
of» the people; to deny any fictional charge 
brought against the Egyptian people ; to ap- 
hold the principles of jastice and freedom ; to 
eradicate any misunderstanding existing be- 
tween the patives and foreigners living in this 
country ; to strengthen friendly relations 
among them ; to support the weak and the 
oppressed of any nationality or religion.” 

We have commented on this project of 
Egypt's self-styled nationalist leader on geveral 
occasion and we refrain from farther comment 
until more complete details of the constitution 
of the company are divalged. It: will be 
most interesting tous to learn’ the names 
of those who have associated themselves 
with ‘“Mostapha Pasha - Kamel, by sub- 
acribing the capital necessary for the floating 
of the new journal.

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PLAGUE AT BEYROUT. 
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THE FIRST CASES. 


(From our CoRREsPONDENT.) 


Beyrout, November 13. 

On Thursday last, a suspected case of plegue 
was discovered in Haret Hereik, a village of 
the Lebanon on the southern outskirts of 
Beyrout. The case ended fatally, and the post- 
mortem e6xamination having apparently con- 
firmed the symptomatic diagnosir, a cordon 
was formed around the hoase of the plague- 
stricken man. 

Another case has been reported in Ras Bey- 
rout, bat the patient is said tobe on the way 
to recovery. In the meantime the Board of 
Health at Constantinople has telegraphed the 
Sanitary Office here ordering the observance 
of a medical visit against all arrivals from 
Beyrout. 


SERIOUS OUTBREAK OF FIRE. 

A little before midnight on Saturday last a 
fire broke out in the pharmacentiocal laboratory / 
of Messrs. P. Guigues and Co. This laboratory 
lies in a Moslem quarter, and for some years 
past the inhabitants have been giving signs of 
serious dissatisfaction with the presence in 
their midst of an establishment which annoyed | 
them materially by its offensive smoke, and! 
religiously by the existence of large quantities | 
of alcoho!, which they considered as 4 sacrilege 
and an insult. Despite the many attempts at 
boycotting made by a trucalent party in the 
quarter Mr. Gaigaes was ill-advised enougk 
not to remove to another quarter where he was 
less likely to be molested and annoyed. 

The fact of the fire having taken place on 
a Saturday, when the laborktory is wasbed, 
and work is suspended and no fires lighted, 
points to the evidence of incendiarism. Just a 
month ago Mr. Guigues had been negotiating 
with a fire insurance company, but the latter 
having demanded an extra premium owing to 
the presence cf ethers and alcohols, and tarther ! 
laid down special conditions with regard to 
the storing separately of such inflammable 
materials, the negotiations ended in nothing, 
andthe risks remained still ancovered. The 
loss to Mr. Guigues is estimated at about 
frs. 100,000. 

Despite its handsome revenue our Manici- 
pality does not possess any pumps nor any- 
thing approaching the organization of a fire 


brigade, and the flames had to be extinguished | 


by the employment of primitive means. Most 
fortonately they did not attain the part where 
the large quantities of ethers and alcohols 
lay, otherwise the whole quarter might have 
been jeopardized.

CRUELTY TO ANIMALS. 
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“THE LANDING OF CATTLE. 

Our attention has once more been drawn to 
the cruel manner in which cattle arriving at 
Alexandria harbour are disembarked, and we 
do not hesitate to urge the Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals to establish 
for themselves the trath of the details related 
to us, and, if they satisfy themselves that the 
charge of cruelty is well-founded, to take 
vigorous action to put @ stop to it. 

We are glad to say that in the execution of 
the admirable work which the 8.P.C.A. have 
ondertaken they receive the fall support and 
co-operation of the Mixed Tribunals in those 
cases in which they deem it necessary to 
prosecute, and we have, therefore, every hope 
that when the society takes this matter up they 
will be speedily enabled to remove all cause 
for complaint. <p 

We need hardly remind our readers that the 
Quarantine Board have quite recently comple- 
ted a magnificent quay -for the embarkment 
and disembarkment of cattle with suitable 
sheds at an expense of some L.E. 200,000. 
Formerly it was*necessary for cattle to be 
disembarked into lighters and put ashore from 
these, but now they can be driven from the 
deck of the ship on to the quay direct. The 
animale, however, are packed in the holds of 
the ships and for the purpose of raising them 
to the deck-the shipping agents have supplied 
belly-bands. According to our informant these 
are by no means always ured, and it is a com- 
mon practice to rope the cattle by the horns 
and haul them on to the deck in this manner. 
Here, however, the cruelty does not cease. 
The animals might be quietly driven on to the 
quay, bat in order to expedite matters the 
cattle-drovers are accastomed to~ bind three 
or four together by the horns and drag them 


‘ashore. In this way the cattle soffer a great 


deal of unnecessary pain and in very many 
instances their horus are broken. : 

Our informant remarked that in the time of 
the late M. A. Vacari, for come time chier 
inspector of the 8.P.C.A., these bratal practices 
were not allowed, and he is inclined to blame 
the inepectors of the §.P.C.A. for iadifference.

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Joinville’s Memoirs differ from the usual 
ran of med‘val chronicles in one very im- 
portant point. He baz a hefo. The character 
of Lovis 1X. stands out from his pages with 
extreordinary vividness ; surrounded by heroes, 
there can be no donbt that the King himself 
was the greatest character of all, Not that 
Joinville describes his sainted master with aby 
conrtly flattery, or with the “extravagant 
eulogy” of other writers onthe subject. He 
isnot afraid to mention the King’s tempers and 
oddities, or to sympath‘se with the Queen, who 
aometimes foond her traly Royal hosband 
somewhat trying in daily life. But in a series 
of woncerfally vivid pictures he sets’St. Loais 
before o5 a8 areal Christian and a man of 
quite extraordinary nobility of nature; a 
typicel figore, itis trne, of the best side of the 
Middle Ages, and yet an‘entiraly homan and 
living creature who might belong to onr own 
day, and whose virtues of unselfisbness, justice, 
generosity, loftiness of mind, are just as rare 
and as admirable now as they were then. 

Tne story of the Crosade is wel! known - 
how the King and his followers sailed from 
Marre'ller, singing Veni Creator Spiri‘us : 
how thry arrived in Cyprus, where King Louis 
reccived messéngers from ‘the King of the 
Tartars, and seit him in return a tent of 
scarlet cloth made like a chapel, with pictures 
from the Creel, “to entica them into onr 
faith:” how they sailed to Ezypt, and found 
a Saracen fore awaiting them, which fied, so 
that they took possession of Damietta: then 
the march on Cairc, and the wonderful des- 
cription of tha Nile, ‘that river which flows 
out of the Earthly Paradiae,” and spreads 
itself in s3ven streams over Egypt : — 

“Before the river reaches Egypt, men who 
are practised in it cast their nets loose into the 
stream at nightfall, and when morning comes, 
they find in their nets such raw goods aa ara 
imported into this country; to wit, ginger, 
rhobarb, aloes and cinnamon. And it is said, 
that there things are washed down from the 
Earth'y Paradise ; that the wind blows down 
the tree of Elen jast as the wind in this 
country blows down the dry wood; and that 
wha‘ werchants sell to os in this country, is 
the dry wood that falls iato the river there.” 

There was search fnade in those days for 
the sources of the Nile. The Sultan’s. men, 
according to Joinville, went-as far ai a great 
wall of rock over which the river fell, and 
where they saw ‘‘marve!lous strange wild beasts 
of various kinds, lions and serpents and ele- 
phants, that came and gez3d at them from 
the water below, as they went climbing up- 
wards along the river bank.” 

The de-cription of the long river fight with 
the Saracens which led up to the battle of 
Mangoarah is an interesting lesson in mediaeval 
warfare ; and the account which follows it of 
the terrible sufferings of the Crusading army, 
with their fiiel surrenger to the Saracens, is 
full of extraordivary detaile which bring the 
whole series of frightful scenes before our eyes. 
It is full, toc, of characteristic touches of 
nature: there is a certain pagan chivalry 
mingled with the cruelty of the Sultan 
and his Emirs. After the murder of the 
Sultan by his own people, it is curious to read 
that the Emirs talked of making the captive 
King ot Franca Sultan of Egypt, so much had 
his greatnees impressed them. And Lonis told 


Joinville himself that “he would most certain- 


ly not bave refesed it.” They were only 
hindered, Joinville says,- by the determined 
nature. vf the King’s Christianity. They feared 
that “if ‘this pation were to make him their 
Sultan, they woald either have to torn Chris- 
tians or he wou!d pat them all to death.” 

The King and his army were allowed to 
leave Egypt on payment of a ransom cf two 
handred thoasand pounds’ weight of gold, 
his brother, the Count of Poitiers, being 
kept as a hortage till the money was 
paid. It was collected slowly and with diffi- 
culty, and some were doubtful of the-Count’s 
safety =— 

‘There were some among the Council who 

woold have dissuaded the King from paying 
over the money until he chould have his 
brother back. But the King replied, that he 
should pay it over, for it was in his agreement; 
and let them in return keep their part of the 
bargain, if they were honestly minded, Then 
Lord Philip of Annemoes (Nemours ?) told the 
King, that they had done the Saracens ont of 
a ten thonsand pounds’ weight, whereupon 
the King became violently angry, and said 
that he insisted on the ten thousand pounds 
being restored to them, since he had agreed to 
pay them two hundred thousand peunds before 
leaving the river. Then I trod on Lord Philip’s 
foot, and told the King not to pay avy heed 
to him, for he was not speaking the trath, for 
that the Saracens would out-cheat anybody in 
the world. And Lord Philip said, that what [ 
said was trne, for he bad only said it in jest 
And the King said that: That kind of je:t 
came to grief. ‘And I command you,’ said the 
King to Lord Philip, ‘ty the faith you owe me, 
aud as my vassal that you are, thatif those 
ten thousand pounds have not been paid, you 
will have them pa‘d’”’

Some time ago, while in Upper Egypt, I had 
occasion to use a foll-plate camera with wooden 
double dark slices. I found the plates to be 
nearly alwcys.fogged, notwithstanding tho fact 
that the slides were perfectly light-tight and 
all the ordinary precaations of the dark room 
were taken. 

Tbe fogging sometimes’ showed itself as an 
opaque clouding all over the plate ; sometimes 
the outline of the woodwork of the slide could 
be seen, and some'imes the grain of the wood 
was distinctly visible. 

Shortly after I had made these observations, 
an eclipse of the sun occurred which. was total 
at Assouan, and many scientific men went 
there to photograph it. On developing their 
plates, they found that many of them were 
rendered worthless or their value as a scientific 
record was greatly diminished by the same 
kind of fogging which I have described, and 
they were at a loss to explain it, although 
geome suggested radio-activity as a cause, | 
have recently investigated this, and herewith 
give what appears to be the explanation. 

I took a quarter-plate double dark slide and 
placed two Spetial Rapid plates in it. On the 
one plate! put @ thin piece of tissue paper, in 
the centre of which I had cut out a star-shaped 
hole ; on the other plate I put an ordinary 
glass microscopic slide. These objects were 
inside the slide, and in actual contact with the 
film. I then placed the double dark slide in a 
metal box and heated it up to. about 40° C., 
which is the average temperature of Upper 
Egypt in the summer time. Tho slide was 
placed on a porcelain support in the metal box, 
which was heated by a lamp. — 

After heating for fifteen hours I developed 
the plates, and toand them to be very strongly 
fogged, the film being quite opaque; but 
under the place where tha thin tissue paper 
was, and aleo under where the microscopic 
slide was, there was no fogging. In the centre 
of the tissue paper I had cut o star-shaped 
ho'e, and on the plate opposite this was a star- 
shaped mark which was quite opaqaue. 

I tried various other objects, and found that 
they acted in a similar manner. 

The fact that the agent which produced the 
fogging could not penetrate glass or transparent 
tissue paper shows that it cannot be dae to 
ethereal vibrations at all of the nature of light. 
It is due to vapours which are occluded in the 
wood at ordinary temperatures, but which are 
exhaled when the wood is heated. These 
vapours, which may be peroxide of hydrogen 
or volatile organic compounds from the var- 
nish, possess the chemic -1 property of reduping 
the salts of silver which are contained in the 


film, so that on development the plate appears |. 


to have been exposed to the light, : 

I tried another experiment by fixing a piece 
of brass tubing in a hole cut in the slide and 
making the joint light-tight, a plate was then 
put in and the whole heated to 40°C. in the 
metal box as before. 

The brass tube was connected to a water- 
pump, by which the vaponrs in the immediate 
vicinity of the tube were aspirated out. The 
fogging appeared to be less under the place 
where the tube was than on any cther part of 
the plate. 

The valoe cf these experimonts to the photo- 
grapher goivg abroad is apparent. He shoald 
get a thin piece of glass or mica with which to 
cover the plate in the dark slide and protect 
it from the vapours, and fogging would be 
antiraly prevented by this means. 

If the dark slide was opened and heated for 
some days, there is little doubt but that the 
vapour which causes the fogging would be ex- 
pelled, and it could then be used with‘con. 
fidence in the tropics. 

The simplest method of preventing the fogg- 
ing is to paste a piese of paper over the inside 
of the wooden sliding pieces which are pulled 
out when the plate is about to be exposed, 
which effectually prevents the vapour from 
diffasing oat of the wood on to the photo- 
graphic plate. |
